worms about him. The unpardonable sin 
of Motley was not what he did. but what he 
was. Mr. Sumner's literary pedantry is un- 
questionably more offensive than his poli- 
tics to the President. There is not a single 
literary man in his Cabinet. He is iinpatk-ut 
of the interference of editors, and .seems to 
be sublimely indifferent to the offices and 
claims of even friendly journalists. There- 
is no question that his neglectful treatment 
of a few distinguished editors had much to 
do with that celebrated newspaper syndicate 
that championed the Liberal movement last 
year, and is still such an important element 
of opposition to his administration. 


Doubtless this neglect of literary men and 


indifference to journalists as a class on the 
President's part is entirely unintentional. 
He is a man of action, not a student oi 
books. He deals with 
practical matters. 


not with theories, and theorizers. He i 
concerned with measures of public policy, 
and not with the turn of sentences and the 


indid diction of eloquent 
phrase-makers. 


And naturally enough he selects men of hi 
own class rather than journalists and au- 
thors and literal-fur-^, whose merits he does 
not fully appreciate, and whose works lit 
has not the patience to read, for his ad 
visers and for official stations. Whether ho 
has not allowed his native tastes to go too 
far in some instances is an open question: 
but the fact i.s unquestionable, and will ren- 
der Mr. Smith's elaborate and florid efforts 
all in vain.—[JV. }". (frapltic.
